By  DR.  D.  M.  NELSON,  President  Mississippi- College 

In  a  very  sincere  and  personal  woy,  we  wont  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  you  the  pressing  needs  of  Mississippi  College.  These 
needs  have  arisen  out  of  on  overflowing  student  body.  Dormitory, 
classroom  and  necessary  office  Sf!>ace  has  all  been  preempted. 
The  enrollment  to  dote  is  1,138  with  another  term  of  the  regulor 
session  and  the  summer  terms  coming  up.  If  provision  is  not 
mode  to  relive  this  congestion  between  now  and  September,  we 
shall  have  the  painful  experience  of  turning  owoy  in  numbers 
those  who  want  to  come  to  our  college. 

The  present  plans  coll  for  the  enlarging  and  remodel¬ 
ing  of  Ratliff  Hall,  doubling  the  capacity  of  it;  gnd  cloiming 
more  space  in  the  girl’s  dormitories  now  being  used  for  other 
purposes.  This  will  enable  us  to  house  o  hundred  more  students 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $100,000. 

To  relieve  the  classroom  congestion,  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  o  fine  arts  building  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $250,000. 
This  will  provide  odequotely  for  our  fast  growing  departments 
in  music,  public  speaking  with  speech  correction,  debating, 
dramatics  ond  art  and  ot  the  some  time  release  some  of  the 
classrooms  in  other  buildings  to  other  departments.  This  will,  go 
o  long  woy  toward  meeting  the  challenge  thot  is  presently  upon 

While  the  need  is  great  ond  urgent,  we  would  not  ask 
for  church  participation  to  meet  the  need  for  two  main  reasons; 

First,  the  recent  convention  upon  recommendation  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission  directed  thot  the  colleges  make  no  such 
campaigns  in  the  churches.  Second,  w«  would  not  want  do  any¬ 
thing  thot  would  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  full  and  effective 
operation  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  By  so  doing  the  mission 
causes  would  be  hurt  and  the  welcomed  amount  flowing  info 
our  colleges  so  necessary  for  current  expense  purposes  would 
likely  be  decreased.  So  in  escaping  scylla,  we  would  not  want  to 
run  into  chorybdis. 

Through  long  years  of  experience  we  have  learned 
thot  the  membership  of  our  churches  follow  the  leadership  of 
the  pastor.  This  is  the  natural  ond  expected  thing  to  do.  We

ployment  Behold,  now,  the  Kinf 
of  Kings,  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth  going  about  the  world  seek 
lng  men  and  women,  recruiting  la¬ 
borers  for  needed  work  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven 

1.  The  Vineyard 

I  think  it  would  be  perfectly  nat- 
dfal  to  think  of  the  earth  as  the 
vineyard  of  the  Lord.  Every  acre 
of  all  its  spreading  surface  baton r* 
ot  right  to  Him  and  there  is  not 
one  of  those  seres  which  may  no* 
be  tilled  to  the  glory  of  God. 
There  is  a  little  bit  of  ttnrearth’c 
broad  surface  fashioned  Into  a  one 
man  farm,  but  that  little  comer  c 
the  landlord’s  greM  vln«v*rd  may 
be  made  to  yield  Its  fruit  into  t 
gamer  of  God. 

It  Is  possible,  though  the  presen' 
tenant  may  be  unconscious  of  Ms 
failure,  that  the  land  is  yielding 
nothing  of  the  fruit  that  the  House¬ 
holder  values,  the  reason  being 
that  the  tenant  has  not  responded 
to  the  call  of  the  Householder. 
Think  of  the  delight  with  which 
the  tenant  should  realize  that  the 
Householder,  the  landlord,  God) 
needs  him, .wants  him.  is  seekin 
him  to  work  a  work  eternal!. 

III.  The  Day  sod  the  Hour

to  which  the  student  respond'd, 
"But  I  do  not  know  on  what  day 
f  am  going  to  die",  to  which  th- 
teaeh*r  made  answer  meet,  "Then 
you  had  best  make  peace  wMh 
God  today,  since  you  do  not  know 
that  tomorrow  la  not  your  last 
day."  Early  In  the  morning  the 
Householder  agreed  with  His  la¬ 
borers  that  they  work  for  Him  that 
day. 

Early  in  the  morning  for  you  or 
for  me  la  the  moment  at  wb1 
the  soliciting  voice  of  the  House¬ 
holder  welcomes  us  to  service  in 
Hi*  vineyard.  T*  begin  when  we 
first  hear  His  soliciting  voice  it  ‘ 
meet  our  obligation  to  Him.  And 
this  obligation  la  in  the  last  de¬ 
gree  a  personal  one.  I  am  not  to 
be  primarily  concerned  and  anxious 
over  the  matter  of  the  hour  at 
which  you  begin  or  the  rich  re¬ 
ward  that  the  Householder  shall 
accord  to  you  but  let  me  be  con¬ 
cerned  with  my  response  to  tha 
upward  calling  to  the  end  that  I 
may  make  my  calling  and  elec¬ 
tion  sure,  that  there  may  be  ad¬ 
ministered  to  me  an  abundant  en¬ 
trance  into  the  everlasting  king¬ 
dom  that  I  may  know  that  a

Pro  test  ants- United  Warn 
On  Vatican  Envoy  Issue 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS>— 
An  appeal  to  the  new  national  Ad¬ 
ministration  not  to  revive  the  is¬ 
sue  of  an  American  envoy  to  th# 
Vatican  lest  they  be  “responsible 
for  lighting  the  fire*  of  bitter  re¬ 
ligious  hostility”  was  Issued  her* 
by  a  Protestant  group. 

The  plea  was  made  hi  a  ate'  - 
ment  adopted  by  the  board  of 
trustees  and  national  advisory 
council  of  Protestants  and  Other 
Americans  United  for  Separation 
of  Church  and  State  at  their  fifth 
national  conference  on  Church  and 
State. 

The  statement  said  that  while 
the  issue  has  been  dormant  since 
the  withdrawal  of  Gen.  Mark 
Oark’s  nomination  as  Vatican 
ambassador  last  year,  pressure  for 
such  a  diplomatic  mission  contin¬ 
ues  in  some  quarters. 

The  sending  of  any  type  ef  of¬ 
ficial  envoy  to  the  Vatican,  either 
with  or  without  Senate  confirma¬ 
tion,  the  group  warned,  will  be 
opposed  because  “it  creates  an  of¬ 
ficial  commingling  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  9tate  with  the  official  pro¬ 
cesses  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  " 

“By  an  ambassadorship  to  th* 
Vatican,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  would  be  given  a  unique 
position  in  the  American  State,** 
K  said  “a  secret  access  to  th* 
eer  of  the  government,  a  power  or 
Influence  over  policy  and,  to  that 
extent,  over  the  whole  life  of  th* 
nation,  which  no  other  Church  en¬ 
joys  or  would  ekpect. 

“Obviously,  this  would  be  a  dis¬ 
criminatory  curtailment  af  tha 
whole  religious  liberty  af  other 
Churches.  Their  religious  liberty 
would  be  Impaired  sad  curtailed 
because  they  would  be  compelled 
to  pursue  their  work  in  (he  sha¬ 
dow  and  against  tha  unique  pres¬ 
tige  created  by  the  special  privi¬ 
lege  and  th*  official  statu*  enjoy¬
